The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Doherty et al (US Patent No. 
5607716) for the reason set forth in rejecting the claims in the last Office action. 

Doherty et al teach a food composition comprising soluble solids in the claimed 
ranges, a sweetener system (e.g. high fructose corn syrup), carrageenan, and water 
(see entire document, especially column 3, lines 24-49). In Example 1 , Doherty et al 
teach a caramel composition comprising 53% soluble solids of which 84% are high 
fructose corn syrup solids, no sucrose, 0.45% carrageenan, and water. Doherty et al 
also teach that the carrageenan is blended into the hot corn syrup, the other ingredients 
are added and the resulting mixture is cooked to adjust the solids content (see column 
6, lines 5-12). 
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The claims appear to differ as to the gelation temperature. 

The gelation temperature is a consequence of the composition and thus a value 
below 95 degrees C would be inherent and/or obvious to that of Doherty et al. 

Applicant's arguments filed September 2, 2003 and July 20, 2004 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the Examiner has not established inherency. 

The prior art clearly teaches Applicant's composition. The claiming of a new use, 
new function or unknown property, which is inherently present in the prior art, does not 
necessarily make the claim patentable. In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1254, 195 USPQ 
430, 433. 

The declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed July 20, 2004 is insufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 1-39 based upon Doherty et al as set forth in the last 
Office action the following reasons. 

1 ) Figures 1-6 are completely unreadable. 2) The showing does not appear to 
be commensurate in scope with the claims as it is not clear where Applicant provides 
comparable data. 3) It is not clear how Paragraph 8 of the declaration compares to that 
of Doherty et al as neither solids content nor water activity is discussed.
